MUNICIPAL DOCK BONDS 

H. F. 461 

AN ACT to amend section three hundred eighty-four point three (884.3), Code 1960, 
relating to the issuance of municipal bonds for dock purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the General A8sembly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. Section three hundred eighty-four point three (884.8), 
2 Code 1960, is hereby amended by striking all of subsection eleven (11) 
8 thereof following the period (.) in line twelve (12) thereof and in-
4 serting in lieu thereof the following: 
6 "If the issuance of such dock bonds would not cause the aggregate 
6 indebtedness of the municipality to exceed the constitutional debt 
7 limit and if the council does not deem it advisable to issue said bonds, 
8 the council shall submit the question of issuing said bonds to the voters 
9 of said municipality, and if the vote in favor of the issuance of said 

10 bonds is equal to at least sixty per cent (60%) of the total vote cast 
11 for and against the proposition at the election, the council shall pro-
12 ceed to issue the bonds. The proceeds of said bonds, when issued, 
18 shall be paid to the municipal treasurer and credited to the dock fund. 
14 "Taxes for the payment of said bonds shall be levied in accordance 
16 with chapter seventy-six (76), Code 1960, and said bonds shall be 
16 payable through the debt service fund in not more than twenty (20) 
17 years and bear interest at a rate not exceeding five per cent (5 % ) 
18 per annum, and shall be of such form as the city or town council shall 
19 by resolution provide, but no city or town shall become indebted in 
20 excess of five per cent (6%) of the actual value of the taxable prop-
